CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (U P I) — Virgil 
I. “Gus” Grissom leaped 118 miles into the sky 
to become America's second spaceman today in 
a 16-minute rocket flight which ended in loss o f 
his spacecraft and near disaster for him. 


Grissom had to blow the hatch off his cap­ 
sule and swim 65 to TO feet before he was picked 
up. 


The 35-year-old Air Force captain got out of his 
craft, Liberty Bell 7, minutes before it sank in the ocean 
145 miles east northeast of Grand Bahama Lsland. 


Tile spacecraft sank in 16,800 feet — more than 
three miles — of water 145 miles east northeast of 
Grand Bahama Island. It and its precious cargo of 
film arid data are forever lost. 


The sequence of events which ended in loss of tile 
“Liberty Bell 7” went like this: 


With recovery* helicopters hovering overhead, Gris­ 
som blew off the capsule’s hatch, a new kind, by deton­ 
ating its 70 explosive holts.

Grissom's Mercury spacecraft, “Liberty Bell 7”, 
hit a top speed of 5,310 miles an hour and parachuted 
into the sea 305 miles from the cape. 


A helicopter of the recovery fleet near Grand 
Bahama Island plucked the 150-pound pilot from his 
capsule and carried him to the deck of the aircraft 
carrier Randolph. 


The weather added a last minute moment of drama 
to Grissom’s flight. With just 15 minutes to go before 
the countdown reached liftoff, clouds moving in from 
the sea over the Cape forced a 42-minute weather hold.
